STALWART CANADA. 

Hsr Statesmen Talk Out In Meetlng-Tliomp 
■OB and lAUgevlu at Aylmer. 

Toronto, Sept. 3.— The laying of the 
corner-stone of the new postolbce at Ayl- 
iner occurred Saturday, followed in the 
evening by a banfjuet to .Secretary Lange- 
vin and other ministers. Secretary Hector 
Langevin, referring to Cleveland's retali- 
ation message, said tliat Canadians should 
keep perfectly calm. In a few weeks our 
neighbors and friends will como back to 
peace. Surely the amity that has existed 
for seventy years is not going to be dis- 
tiirbed for a trivial matter now. We have 
negotiated before, and if anything re- 
mains unsettled, we can proceed to dis- 
cuss it amicably and reach satisfactory re- 
sults. One thought that strikes me is 
that the policy of the government of Can- 
ada in constructing an international rail- 
way, opening canals and pushing the con- 
struction of the (Jrand Trunk and Can- 
adian I'acilic railway is now jiistitied bj' 
events. However much the United States 
may hurt us, they will hurt tliemselvea a 
great deal more. They must understand 
that Canadians are in a diiferent position 
from what they were twenty years ago. 
Now there are railways from one end of 
the dominion to thu other. We can now 
get our goods through our own territory 
and over own roads, winter and summer, 
and we should start;; the construction of 
the Siiiilt Ste. Marie canal. 

Sir .John Thompson said that was a sen- 
timent which made of tho United States 
one of the noblest nations of tho earth ; 
that was a sentiment he hoped to see 
among the people at this juncture when 
one of Canada's enemies was flaunting his 
threftts in her face. They were strong, 
but Canada was right. He would not 
fear, ho said, to lay Cinada'a case 
before any judiciaries sworn to 
administer justice withou prejudice in the 
World. Canada and Canarliaua would 
emerge unliiniisheil froni the ordeal; that 
being right aud conscience Ijeiiig ■.m our 
side the, animosity of political dcmogogue.s 
on the other side of the lino would fail to 
disturb the ]ieace he thought ought to 
e.xist lielween the two ]iooplo. I am not 
the possessor of cabinet secrets to give 
away, but as a Canadi.m I have tho nt 
most faith in our preacnt case and oiii 
distinguished ministers, it is the niani 
fest and plain duty uf the government of 
the country to |)ei"fect every highway of 
commerce in this country by land and by 
wittor. The provinces must complete 
their connections with each other.

When Robart Walpolo first spoke in 
the House he paused for want of words 
and continued only to stutter and stam- 
mer. Curraii wi>s known at school as 
"stutterioR Jack Curran,"jind iu a de- 
Ijatinp: society whicli hu j >ined as "Orator 
Alum." Every one will also readilyrecall 
Disraeli's failure when he roseitqmalco 
his maiden speech. Colxlen's flrst effort 
was also A humlUatluR failure, 

^J^ut'on^'cihoaia not conctndo from these 
instances- that every speaker who breaks 
down is sure to blossom into fame.suhso- 
qucntly. We have been, quoting the ex- 
ci-ptions to the general rule. Wore fre- 
C|Ui'iitly speakers' niisiiiips are like that of 
thj i;.irl of Rochester. 

,"My Isolds," said he, on one occasion, 
"I— 1—1 rise this time, niy lords, I — I— I 
dlYidd my discourse into four branches." 

Heie he came to a woeful pause, and 
then lie added: 

"iJy lords, if ever I rise again In this 
house I Rive you leave to cut me oft root 
and branch forever." 

Many of the best', orators have, even to 
their hitest eilorts, felt n tremor on rising 
to spealc.' "Er'skiiie said that on his rising 
to speak for the first time be sliould have 
sat dowu iu confusion had he not felt his 
tliildren liiK.uii'K aL bis f;own. The Earl 
of Derby, "the Rupert of dubute,"ahvays 
knew when lie was going to speak well by 
hi:i nervousness on rising. This was also 
u characteristic of Canning. 

At a dinner given hy tlie Mayor of 
Liverpool he was so nervous l)efi)re lieing 
called on to speak that ho had twice to 
leave the room to collect his thoughts. 
.Thl» may have been, however, owing to 
the comparative novelty of his position. 

Many an orator out.siile his accustomed 
haunts is completely lost. Lord Eldon 
suiil lie was always somewliat iiei vons Iu 
speaking at the (lOldsniilbs' Dinner, 
Ihoush he could talk belore Parliumeut 
AS ihoiigli he were addressing .so many 
rowp ot cabbage plants. Mr. Cobden, 
ap^akiug of Lord John Russell, said: 

"On the boards o,f the House of Cnm- 
mona Johnny, is one ot the most subtle 
and dt!t,ugqrous of opponents; take him oIT 
these Boai'ds'and'I care nothing for hlm>" 

To taw was it given ns to O'Connell to 
succeed equally with all audiences. Be- 
fore he entered the House lie was declared 
to boa nii-io "mob orator," but iu IS30 he 
was returned, and In 1531 lie was reco^- 
uizec' as a leader. Whether in swayini: a 
multitude on hillside, appealing to the 
morev.educated assembly in Parliament, 
oi^lu peVsuadiiig a jury in a court house,

LULU ISLAND, 

(Speeiiil i-'orrespomlenco oi' 'I'm-; Colonist) 
This very interesting and romantically 
situated little island extends from the 
Gulf of Georgia in an ouatorly direction 
thirteeu miles ; the eastern point being 
only half 11 milo from tlin eity of Now 
Westminster and inimcdiately in view of 
it. It is on nil avi.-raijc about four milea 
111 width, the greatest, breadth being ai.\ 
miles, and the eastern portion for aonie 
distance about one mile. It dividea the 
Fraaor river into what is known as tho 
north and south arms and contains twenty- 
eight thousand acres, one-lifth of which is 
in a s^ood at.atii of cultivation, ami the re- 
mainder ill a stati' of nature. On the 
isl.-iiiil I here are in the neighborhood 
of lifly families with a |iopnlatioii of 
one hiiiidreil and seventy-live. The land 
miller euluvalion is veiy fertile and pro- 
duces cropa which for both quality and 
ipiaiitity are not eipialled in any part of 
the Dominion outside of the i)rovince. 
The yield of hay, oats, potittoos and all 
kinds of garden vegetables is simply on- 
oriiioiis; and in most iiialanccs more than 
ilnulile i.f the yielil which would .satia/y 
Ihe faiiih'is of tho eaateni provinces. 
I'liiiiis are grown in abundance and are 
nf a goiid ipialily; there are several young 
apple orchards, notably one owned by Mr. 
Sweet, who has within the last three years 
|iliiited eiolit hundred trees, many of 
wlii. li are uhW braxiiifi "I'd all very pro- 
mising. T.I he heller understood by some 
I.f y.iiir l eailcrs, I may ment iiei t hat o.al s 
yi.d.l .IS hi;4li aa one hundred and twenty 
liiish..|s to llie acre, eiifhty heiiig coiisid- 
I ereil ipiite an ordinary crop, llay yields

In eoiu liid- 
iug our observations we are free to say 
that after a long exporionoo in many of 
the farming districts of Caimdii, we'liave 
seen no place where t here ia more general 
and increasing prosperity than on these 
islands, and tlie uniforni kiluliiesa, cour- 
tesy and intelligence of their inhabitants 
cannot fail to impress even a casual ob- 
server.
